'Tv** always wanted to have a 
herb garden” said 
ray 
neighbor, 
‘What are some of the plants that 
should be grown In It?”* 
“Your wanting a herb garden is 
very natural,'' I replied, "for the 
herb garden is the grandmother of 
all gardens. 
And here are some 
of the things that should grow in 
it." 
First of all, parsley, 
fo r cook­ 
ing, the plain leaved parsley is oft­ 
en used, but for garnishing the 
deep green iuos#-rurl**d kind* are 
most popular. The plants are bi 
enniai, throwing up seed-heads the 
second year, so It is wise to have 
new 
plants 
corning 
along 
every 
year to replenish the old stock. 
The next most popular herb is 
probably s a g e , whose strong flav­ 
ored leave* go into dre*sing for 
duck or goose and other fowl. 
Chive* are often used in place of 
onion, especially for salad. 
Then 
mint for mint sauce or mint jelly. 
When making salads, try a dress­ 
ing made with tarragon vinegar. 
Some of this herb should be in the 
garden for this purpose alone, al­ 
though the tender leaves are also 
good in Naiads. The roots of tarra­
